A spokesman : for the family said 
her husband, former counsel to Presi- 
dent Nixon, was summoned to Boston 
at the request of police to make a pos- 
itive identification, 

Mrs. Garment disappeared Dec. 3 at 
Pennsylvania Station in midtown 
Manhattan shortly before she had a 
psychiatric appointment for treatment 
I of depression. 

A spokesman for Garment said she 
apparently took an Amtrak .train to 
Boston' and registered under an as- 
sumed name at a “small hotel across 
the street from the terminal.” 

“A this point it looks like she took 
her life almost immediately after en- 
tering the hotel room but she was not 
discovered until the next day,” said 
the spokesman,. who asked not to be 
identified. /
